Industrial Crisis Is Reached on 


Fifty Railroads in Eastern 


States 


Managers Declare Lines Are 


Not Able to Bear In- 


creased Expense 


NEW 
YOBK, March 25 —Fifty _ rail- 


roads, including practically all the lines 
east of Chicago ana north of the Nor- 
folk & Western, refused today to grant 
an increase in wages demanded by their 
locomotive engineers. 


The engineers' demand, presented Jan- 


uary 22, was for an increase amounting 
to about 19 per cent a year. 
The rail- 


roads' refusal is based on the assertion 
that they are financially unable to bear 
the Increased expense. 
' 
' 


The railroads, 'in ' tlielr" reply, 'pointed 


out ,that 
the 
proposed increase will 


amount 
to 
$7,553,792 annually, which 


would result In placing on their property 
a lien of $188,844,431 of 4 per cent se- 
curities which would have 
preference 


over first mortgage bonds and to Just 
that extent -wotikl leseon the ability of 
the roads to make the Improvements nec- 
essary to increase the efficiency of their 
service and to insure greater safety to 
the public and employes." 


The reply was presented »t a 'joint 


meeting of committees representing the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers and 
twelve presidents and general managers 
from the railroads. 


POINT TO REDUCED RATES. 


The railroad points out that the wage 


advance to engineers and other employes 
since 1910 was made In.expVctatlOn of a 
"much-needed" advance in freight rates 
which the. Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion declined to allow. Since that period, 
they say, enforced reductions of rates 
have been more or less contlnupus and 
other rate reductions are pending. 


The railroads declare that the fixing of 


a. standard wage for the conductors and 
trainmen was the result of a crisis de- 
veloped In connection with their demands 
and should not be taken as a precedent. 


NET EARNINGS'DECREASE. 


The figures are presented to show that 


while the gross earnings of the roads 
concerned 
increased $18,658,669 in 1911, 


there was a decrease in net earnings of 
$27,650,200, »nd while 8197 less men were, 
employed, the total wages Increased $39,- 
416,802.

has been tried In the United States. 
Examinations were held, and more or 
less competent employes were obtained. 
There the work of the commission end- 
ed excepting whare an employe was dis- 
charged, or made a kick, and recel\ed 
a hearing before the board 


But the pioneer work was commenced 


when a new line of attack was taken 
up of so comprehensive and practical a 
nature that the main work of the old 
style civil servico boards,, that of hold- 
ing examinations to qualify candidates 
for appointment, became merely an in- 
cident in the greater plan 


INTIMATE CONTROL. 


"We found that w« must exerciaa an 


intimata uontpol over the work of the 
employes after 
thej received 
employ- 


ment," said Chairman Lower this morn- 
ing. 
"The entire work of each depart- 


ment had to be studied, 
employment 


standardised, organized and placed upon 
a system that would eliminate waste en- 
ergy and would make it possible proper- 
ly to supervise employment and to in- 
sure the accountability of the. Individual 
employe 


"We found also that it was necessary 


to provide means for the Instruction of 
the employs in specialized dutlos, as 
scientific and expert training are prime 
factors in efficiency in municipal em- 
ployment. 


"With al! this, we had to look to the 


civil service matter In the consideration 
of the rights and opportunities of em- 
ployes as to work, conditions, hours, 
advancement and recognition of merit" 


For about nine years Ixjwer has been 


at woik developing, changing, ad\anc- 
ing and perfecting the system In Chica- 
go 
"With about 15,000 city employes, 


the civil service department has so or- 
saniyed the departments 
that 
every- 


thing works like a perfectly articulated 
piece of machinery 
Records of 
the 


most valuable kind are kept as to in- 
dividual employment, but this, the most 
complicated work In a way, has been so 
systematized and simplified that it Is 
done with but a small working force. 
The civil service department 
accom- 


complishes its. mass of expert work with 
a staff of but 21 employes in taking 
care of the 15,000 employes of the city. 


"Emphatically one 
of 
the greatest 


gains has been the removal In the most 
absolute sense of .municipal 
employes 


from politics," said Lower. "At the last 
election the administration was changed, 
arid one mayor went out and another 
came in The change had not the slight- 
est effect on the business of the city de- 
partments 
Everything 
went 
forward 


smoothly and without a hitch. The civil 
service had made it possible for em- 
ployes to do their work and do it well 
and to disregard changes In the political 
field. 
Efficiency was the only measure 


which they were asked to consider." 


Development of the Chicago system 


was due in great measure, according to 
the two experts, to the fart that men 
who understood employment 
and 
the 


handling of men were In the service of 
the city, that a good law, giving the 
civil service extensive powers, had been 
placed in effect, and that an awakened 
public sentiment was back of the work. 


"The people of Chicago," said Major 


Miles, ''demanded of the civil 
service 


commission that tb^e commission be re- 
sponsible not only for the character and 
qualifications of the employe when ap- 
pointed, but for his conduct thereafter. 
To this end removal from a position 
could only be effected after Investiga- 
tion by the board, and promotion on the 
recommendation of the board." 


MUST BE EXPERTS. 


That the civil service commissioner* 


and their assistants must be experts In. 
employment, who can be sent to any 
department in which a muddle has oc- 
curred, study the situation, work out a 
system, reorganize tho department on 
an efficiency basis and perhaps 
save 


thousands of dollars in the annual bud- 
get, as well as the credit of the de- 
partment, Is tho Ideal to which the two 
Chicago specialist^ will work in the rec- 
ommendation'! for Oakland. 


In this they will receive the hearty 


co-operation of the local civil service 
board and the present city administra- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, March 2S.—Practically 


dividing the country Intu sections and 
providing a specific tariff for each one, 
Chairman Adamaon of the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce will in- 
troduco a bill requiring express com- 
panies to carry a paokaaro weighing one 
pound any distance for is cents. 


If this la passed it will defeat the pur- 


pose of a. division In the postofflce ap- 
propriation bill, 
which establishes an 


experimental parcels post, in connection 
with ths rural free delivery aystem. Un- 
der tha postofftee bill eleven-pound pack- 
ages will bs delivered for 26 cents. 


In hia bill Judge Adarason provides that 


packages ihall be accepted for shipment 
by express companies at the following 
rateic 


Between any two points not more than 


1200 
miles apart. 7 cents a pound; 800 


miles, 5 cents, 800 miles, 4 cents, aiiu 
250 miles, " cents a pound.

ate Veteran Was Heir to

MACON, Qa., March 26.—The death 


of John S. De MontmoUin, a. Confed- 
erate veteran,

brought to light documents that tend 
to show he was heir to the throne of 
Spain. 
The papers, which -were se- 
creted In De Montaiollin's houseboat 
on tha Ocmugee river, are said to be 
of such convincing1 character that one 
time the then head of Cambridg-e Uni- 
versity, England, went so - far as to 
offer to equip a war party to Invade 
Spain In an effort to seat the. American 
claimant. 


De MontmoHJn said he should have 


become King- when Alfonso XII, father 
of

present monarch, began Tils 
reign. 
The documents show several 
communications from Alfonso XII in 
relation to the claim. They also show 
an offer of a large sum of money from 
General Weyler to head a filibustering 
expedition from Cuba, but De Mont- 
mollin refused to consider the offer. 
The American claimant was 74 years 


of age and was born in Savannah, Ga. 
Ha was a marine engineer by profes- 
sion, but for some years had led a 
secluded life.

is almost a replica of that which ho casti- 
gated, and Which, In turn, crucified him. 
Perhaps thero Is this difference, we do 
not use. the cross, but wo use flnesse. The 
result Is tha samo: We teacher and his 
teaching aro banished. 
"As thera Is a striking parallelism be- 
tween tho religious conflicts of Jesus' day 
and our day; and as no history repeats 
Itself with such fidelity, both as to issue 
and detail, as ecclesiastical history. For 
the preaching of* elemental Christianity 
today^cauges th« samo conflict that Jesus 
caused when he first declared himself. 
Hence, can be wild that the flro ond the 
sword of early Christianity are likewise 
potent at this hour In causing strife be- 
tween the dead past and the living pres- 
ent 


"Therefore, the Irrepressible religious 


conflict la botwcpn a liberated human 
Intellect and an official Christianity. Thin 
has been termed a battle between the 
autonomy of the human conscience and 
religious authority. It simply me*na that 
a. !"i" "-III "ijt «"n"- nflvr WTI tn do hfw 
tninklns. Her« was a difficulty of Jemis 
and It' Is also that of the modem preaohor. 
"This conflict Is becoming morp bitter 
because the orthodox are saying that the 
unorthodox have no rlttht to the church. 
Does Christianity, with M! it mcnni to 
the race, belong only to those who hold 
tho traditional view of the Bible? 
Is 


th«re to be no place In the church for 
thoFs who have broken with dead-letter- 
!«m? 
Still the church finally comeq to

If s. railroad makes a low rate upon' 
traffic -ifholly within * state, even when 
forces to do to by a State -Commission, It 
must accord the same rate to Interstate 
traffic moving under aubst&ntl&lly^-Blinllar 
renditions.

The principle was laid down by a vot« 
of four -to three "The- minority held that 
the povcrs of Congress •wsro usurped hv 
th» majority opinion, and that th« remedy 
Imp such a situation should b« applied 
through additional legislation 
The case practically percipltated a con- 
flict between Federal and State authority 
over the control of Interstate traffic The 
opinion of the majority by Commissioner 
Lane Is a definite assertion of the su- 
premacy of national regulation over the 
tewers exercised by any state It Is the 
lint time this assertion has been mad* 
distinctly by ±h« Communion. Chairman 
Prouty and Commissioners Clark and Mey- 
•r concurred with Commissioner Lane, 
and Commissioners Clements, Harlan and 
McChord dlssenteu.

Seventh streets, was the response of the 
city council thla morning to the com- 
pany as a result of tho refusal of that 
concern to apply for a franchises from the 
city. The/action was> taken on the mo- 
ion of Commissioner Turner, seconded 
by Baccua. 
Borne time ago City Attorney Ben F. 
Woolner filed an opinion with the city 
council that under the rocent State en- 
actment, all public service corporations 
using the city streets must obtain fran- 
chises from the city. This would entail 
the payment to tho city annually of two 
per cent of the earnings of the company. 
The Central Oakland Light and 
Heat 
company refused to apply for a license 
when instructed to do so. 
Application was made by tbo company 
for permission to plaes poles In Franklin 
street. Commissioner Forrest suggested 
that the matter bo referred to the com- 
missioner of streets, but the council sum- 
marily denied tha application 
On the recommendation of Commission- 
er of Streets. Baccus, the follow Ing meas- 
ures received favorable action: 
Resolution adopting plans and speci- 
fications for sewering portions of Bem- 
Inary avenue, Orion street, Noble street, 
Harmon avenue, Elizabeth street, Falr- 
view avenue, Camden street and Foothill 
boulevard.

Formal charges against Mayor Frank 


K. Mott, Commissioner F. C. Turner and 
Commissioner •William J. Baccus were 
adopted last night by the executive com- 
mittee of thirty-eight, representing the 
seven Socialist locals of this city, at their 
meeting in Hamilton Hall. The special 
committee that drafted the charges con- 
sisted of Thomas Bootiu C. H. Stocking, 
H. C. Tuck. J. B. Osbourne and H. Q. 
Strowerjans. 
A committe of three, H. 


C Tuck, Thomas Booth and P. M. Em- 
ery, were appointed to take charge ot 
tho arrangements for filing the recall 
petitions 


Argument at the meeting waxed hot 


over the question as to whether or not 
William ,T. Baccus should be placed on 
the recall petition. A large number of 
the delegates objected, but his support- 
ers failed to have his name stricken from 
the list 
He was slated for recall last 


week at the meeting, where the matter 
was placed before the committee for final 
action.' 
Last week, at the meeting where it 


was decided to eliminate Anderson and 
Forrest from the recall petitions, Bacpus 
was left on because, the Socialists said, 
he was one of a triumvirate that con- 
trolled the council.

SEVEN AGAINST MAYOR. 


Seven 
charges have been brought 


against tho mayor. 
They read as fol- 


lows: 
First—For unlawfully using the police 
department In the invasion of Hamilton 
Hall to prevent the constitutional right; 
to peaceably assemble. 


Second—for using tha police force to 
commit acts of lawlessness and violence 


against peaceable citizens in the streets 
of the city. 
Third—For using the police force for 
the suppression of free speech and the 
continuation of tha detinue system, and 
the barbarities of the "third degree" and 
for unsanitary conditions in the city jail. 


Fourth—For violating the letter and 
spirit ot the new city charter in denying 
the light of the commissioner of public 
works to make appointments in his de- 
partment. 


Fifth—For practically giving away a 


mile and a. ctuarter of the East Oakland 
waterfront a few days before the new 
charter went Into effect and thus nulli- 
fying 
the referenlum provision of the 
charter. 


Sixth—For renewal of the Southern Pa- 
pific'B Seventh street franchise for a pe- 
riod ot thirty-five years, a year before 
the old franchise bad expired and after 
the new charter had been adopted, thus 
nullifying the referendum provisions of 
the new charter 
8«ventbrrFor franchisipg away for a 
mere pittance tho city's most valuable 
asset, U» Oakland water sfront. 


U*KO AQAIN8T TURNER 


The first four charges made agalnsl 


Mott are also made against Turner, and 
the fifth and last against the commis- 
sioner of public health and safety are: 


"For violating the old city charter In 
accepting large fees as an official of the 
city when the charter provided that com- 
pensation of city officials could not be 
Increased during their term of office." 


This charge deals, with the accusation 
that Turner, while in office, accepted 
pay fqr outside' work. 
The charges 


against Baccus are the same 
as the 


fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh charges 
against Mott. 


Tha committee at first decided to Ig- 


nore the water front charges, but later 
adopted them affaln. 


The union labor organizations wer* not 


present or represented at the meeting 
last night, and it Is expected that they 
will not agree with the findings, against 
Baccus.

George C. Pardce is shifty, but not adroit. He calls THE TRIB- 


UNE a variety of names in an effort to break the force of certain 
statements which this paper made in regard to his political manipu- 
lations, but he is cautious enough not to deny that he writes 'The 
.Wayfarer" in the Enquirer, and that he pleaded with William F. 
Herrin and Abe Ruef to support his-Gubernatorial candidacy hi 
1906. lie interviews himself at great length in Saturday's issue of 
the Enquirer, and in his anonymous role attempts to give himself a 
certificate of character by abvsing TTTK TRIBUNE. But he wisely 
refrains from denying what this paper said about him. Here is what 
THE TRIBUNE stated about Dr. Pardee: 


First, that he writes "The Wayfarer" articles in the Enquirer or 


a great majority of them. 


Second, that when he was seeking renomination at the Santa 


Cruz convention in 1906 he held a long interview under cover of 
darkness with Abe Ruef in an effort to get the support of the Ruef- 
Schmitz delegates, and that he offered a large slice of State patron- 
age in return for their votes. Ruef says the doctor offered him all the 
patronage at the disposal of the San Francisco Harbor Commission, 
but as Dr. Pardee and Ruef alone participated in the conversation 
we do not pretend to say what terms were offered in the dicker. 
But we do assert that Pardee did solicit Ruef's support in a per- 
sonal interview held at the Sea Beach Hotel in Santa Cruz. 


Third, that two or three months prior to the Santa Cruz conven- 


tion Dr. Pardee solidted at the ferry building in San Francisco the 
support of the Southern Pacific Railroad from William F. Herrin. 


Fourth, that Pardee was given the nomination for Governor at 


Sacramento in 1902 by the influence of William F. Herrin and Abe 
Ruef, arid that Dr. Pardee made a patronage agreement to procure 
their support. That in taking the nomination at the hands of Her- 
rin,and Ruef, Dr. Pardee broke faith with the Hon. Jacob H. Neff 
and the Hon. Thomas Flint, he having given them his pledge that 
he would enter into no combination with Herrin and Ruef. That 
Dr. Pardee was saved from defeat at the succeeding election by the 
active support of the Southern Pacific Railroad, given at the express 
ofder'of Edward H. Harriman. Furthermore, that Dr. Pardee, dur- 
ing his whole term of Governor, never did anything to antagonize 
the Southern Pacific or injure its interests, and never recommended 
to the Legislature any legislation 'objectionable to the Southern 
Pacific. 


"We will now add another chapter to Dr. Pardee's political his- 


tory : In 1898 he was a candidate for Governor, and was contesting 
with William R. Davis for the Alarneda delegation in accordance 
with an agreement by which the whole delegation was to go to the 
man/who elected a majority of the delegates. At the same time the 
'Hon. Samuel G. Hilborn, then a member of Congress from the Oak- 
land district, was a candidate for renomination.. Dr. Pardee (or his 
campaign managers) traded off Hilborn in return for votes for Par- 
dec, ..with' the result that Hilborn was beaten for Congress and 
Davis was, defeated for the Alameda county delegation. 
The En- 


quirer, -which. Dr. Pardee controls if he does ,not actually own, has 
frequently inveighed against others for the defeat of Hilborn, but 
the truth is that Hilborn was struck down, in the primaries by Par- 
dee's friends. How far Pardee was personally responsible for this 
we cannot say, but as the work was done by the men who had his 
campaign -in charge it is fair to presume that he was not ignorant 
of the deal if he did not formally sanction it. This deal which elim- 
inated Hilborn from Congress and Davis,as a,Gubernatorial candi- 
date,was made with men with whom Dr. Pardee pretended to be 
at "war. 
' 
" 


There are other chapters in this record of dissimulation, treach- 


" cry, false pretense and lust for political advancement at any cost 


and at any sacrifice, but this is sufficient for the present.

Commissioners Turner and Baccus should be recalled is that the 
Commissioner of Public Works (Mr. Anderson) has not been per- 
mitted to make all the appointments in his department. Can any- 
body fail to see the >tail of a rat projecting from this proposition?

Vice-President Schlaacks of the Western Pacific has just returned 


frorrrNew York and reports, according to the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, that the financial difficulties which have embarrassed his road 
have been surmounted, and that the Western Pacific is now in a 
position to build a number of branch lines in this State which have 
bc'en under contemplation ever since it was decided to extend the 
Deaver & Rio Grande system to.tidewater in California. 


It is'Welcome news that Mr. Schlaacks brings. It is.particularly 


welcome to,the people of Oaklancl^who have been, very; generous in 
their ~4ealihgs with the Western Pacific.,The people here are, immedi- 
, atejy concerned in the welfare of die Western Pacific because they 
are anxious to see the deep water terminal*granted the Gould road 
'improved at an early date. They are also anxious to see the West- 
ern Pacific extended from-Niles to'San'Jose.' It is understood that 
the branch to the Garden City is to be built as soon as the finances 
of the company will permit. 


•' When the deep water terminals of the .Western Pacific, Southern 


Pacific and Key Route arc completed, with a system of owned docks 
and wharves intervening, Oakland will be in a position to bid for 
the sea trade of the Pacific. Ship and car will be brought together 
at all points on the western waterfront, and a city-owned belt line 
railway will hold the door open for all comers and hold in check 
all attempts to monopolize our port or exact excessive charges for 
dockage and freight interchange. It is to be hoped that the West- 
ern Pacific will improve it* facilities and construct its branch lines 
without delay.

industry to favor- foreign importers. The free sugar bill is in the 
interests of the foreign importers and the Sugar Trust. 
Senator 


Perkins will fight the bill to a finish. 


But what about Works? 
He is the weak spot in California's 


line of defense. He is a variable and uncertain quantity, and his Re- 
publicanism is leavened with Populism and Democratic tenets, and 
hence he cannot be depended upon to stand up for genuine Republi- 
can doctrines and policies. In the matter of the sugar duty, the in- 
terests of a large body of California producers are identical with the 
principles and platform pledges of the Republican party. 


But the faction with which Senator Works is training in 


Congress is denouncing the policy of protection and voting with 
the Democrats to smash the tariff. Senator Works has been voting 
with the Democrats to abolish protective tariff duties, and Congress- 
man Kent, a member of the faction to which Senator Works belongs, 
voted for the free sugar bill. Hence it is a question whether the 
Junior Senator will stand up for California's industries or vote to 
strike them down. The Republican majority in the Senate is not 
large, and a considerable defection would allow the free sugar bill 
to pass. 


Fortunately a true. Republican sits in the Presidential chair. 


Should faithless Republicans aid the Democrats to pass the sugar 
bill, Taft will kill it with a veto. The beet growers' second line of 
defense is impregnable. If they are wise they will vote to keep it 
impregnable. 


Roosevelt and Ihe La Follette Men. 


It is now certain that a La Follette ticket will be in the field in 


California.' Roosevelt had a very remote chance of carrying the 
State before, and now he has none at all. It will put the Johnson 
jobocracy to their speed limit to prerent La Follette from polling 
more votes than the Colonel. The really sincere insurgents have 
no liking for the third-term proposition and they have never been 
satisfied with the explanation given for the sudden desertion of La 
Follette. Nor have Roosevelt's utterances and affiliations tended to 
reassure them or convince them that he'proposes to do what they 
want done. 


Moreover, the activity of George W. Perkins in the Colonel's 


behalf disquiets them and makes them suspicious. Perkins is a 
notorious trust organizer, precisely the type_of "high financier" the 
insurgents hold in greatest abhorrence. He is a director of the 
Steel Trust, which Roosevelt conspicuously favored during his last 
administration; also, he is a director of the Harvester Trust, and 
was one of the men who "shook down" the big life insurance com- 
panies for money to finance Roosevelt's campaign in 1904. Colonel 
Roosevelt has not said a word to discredit Perkins, or his affiliations, 
or the financial operations by which he has amassed a vast fortune. 


The spectacle of this man running back and forth between Oyster 


Bay and Roosevelt's campaign committee is not inspiring to men 
who are opposed to trust manipulation and who believe the law 
should intervene to prevent the creation of artificial monopolies. 
The confidential relations existing between Roosevelt and Perkins 
gives a sinister explanation of the Colonel's action in suddenly en- 
tering the field against La Follette after he had led La Follette to 
believe he would not be a candidate, but would give the Wisconsin 
man his support. Perkins and his trust associates do not want Taft 
and they do not want La Follette. This suggests at least an ex- 
planation oi Vtliy the Colonel tosscu Inn hat ;Y. the r;n.g. 


The significance of this political play 'has not been lost on the 


insurgents who are actuated by conviction and who sincerely be- 
lieve there should be n change in the policies and principles of the 
Republican party. Of course Governor Johnson's bread and butter 
brigade are not included in this category. They are merely Praetor- 
ians, ready to obey their chief without taking the trouble to inquire 
what is best for the country and for the Republican party. How- 
ever mistaken and misguided the La Follettt men are, they are sin- 
cere and consistent. They have a feeling that a bunco trick has 
been played upon them and their leader. Tn their opinion their 
cause is being betrayed along with La Follette, and they refuse to 
be made the pawns of political tricksters. If they cannot carry Cali- 
fornia for La Follette they will not aid the scheme to hand it o\er 
to Roosevelt.

His Assailant Killed 


by Police. 


SAN- JOSE, March 25. — While Chow 


Soon, a merchant of tlie Sin Suey Ylns 
tons, who V.U.B brought to this city after 
being arrfbtecl in San Francisco on a 
wariant Issued here, was brine transfer- 
red fiom the city prison to the county 
Jail jesteidav, he was vhot down by 
Leo Sun, a Hop Slngr 
highbinder 
and 


wounded in the thigh. 
L/eo Sun was, In 


turn shot by Detectives Charles Hertel 
and John Guerln, who had chargs of 
Chow Soon 
Leo Sun died later In a 


local hospital. 


The attempt of the Hop Sins gun- 


man to kill the member of ono of the 
three tongs at present arrayed against 
the Hops Is declared to be the moat 
daring m the annals of tong- warfare on 
tho Pacific coast. 
Chow Soon had ap- 
parently received word that an attempt 
would be niuxlc to kilt him as he was be- 
ing transferred, for he begged the police 
to give him good protection. For this 
reason the two detectives wore sent with 
him, it being usually th,fc custom to send 
but one officer with a prisoner who Is 
belns transferred from one prison to an- 
othe» 


As the two police officers and their 
prisoners passed In iront of the, Market 
street fiiehouse, Leo Sun stepped from 
behind a pillar and opened fire. 
Chow 


fell to the ground with a bullet In his 
thigh and the Hop Sing gun man made 
a quick dash for the flrchouse, apparent- 
ly In the hope of getting through the 
place Into San Pedro 
street, where he 
could have quickly mingled 
with 
the 
other Chinese on that thoroughfare. The 
two policemen, however, at once drew 
their revolvers and' fired at the fleeing 
Chinese and he fell with several bullets 
In him. He was hurried at once to the 
hospital, where he died soon after his 
arrival. 
Chow Soon was taken to the 
county hospital, where it was found that 
his Injuries were not serious, the bullet 
entering: the fleshy part of the thigh 
and not breaking any bones.

police 
Immediately 
started 
a 
search throughout Chinatown for other 
Hop Sing gunmen and arrested three, 
who gave the names of All 
Sun, 
Ah 
Wong and Joe Git. 
AH wero heavily 
armed. 
Several Chinese are also booked 


In detinue at the city prison on suspicion 
of knowing something about the attempt 
to Mil Chow Soon. 
Attorney W. Hoff Cook, of San Fran- 
cisco, appeared here this evening and 
obtained the release of Chow Soon on 
$5000 ball. 
The charge against Chow 
Soon Is sworn to by Kong Hong, who 
declares that last July the prisoner beat 
him with a revolver.

Episcopal Church Heads Agree 


on Advanced Marriage 


Policy. 


CHICAGfO, March 25. — Dean Walter 
T. Sumner of the Episcopal Cathedral oi 
Saints Peter and Paul, yesterday deliv- 
ered a sermon upon the "Sacrament ol 
Marriage," during-, ^rhlch ho made the 
following announcement: 
"After consultation with the Right Rov, 
C. P. Anderson, blsliop of Chicago, an^ 
With his approval. Dean Sumner and his 
co-workers of the 
Cathedral of Saints 
Peter and Paul have agreed upon an 
advanced policy with regard to the ad- 
ministration of marriage In the cathedral. 
"Beginning with Easter, no persons wjjl 
be married at the cathedral unless they 
present a certificate of health from a 
reputable physician to the effect that 
they are normal, physically and mentally, 
and hava neither nn Incurable nor a 
communicable disease. 
"This step Is taken only after months 


of study and deliberation. It Is believed 
that this eland will meet with the imme- 
diate symjmthy of the church at large, all 
pf whom have long felt the undeslrabllity 
of being party to the marriage of persons 
who should never be allowed to enter 
Into tho marriage state and propagate 
their species." 


NO EUOENICS HERE. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 25. — Right 
Rev. Bishop William Ford Nichols of tha 
Episcopal diocese of California says that 
while he at present has no Intention of 
applying the science of eugenics to the 
marriage laws of his -diocese, he consid- 
ers that the standing and experience of 
Bishop Anderson of Chicago and Dean 
Walter T. Sumner of the Episcopal Cath- 
edral of Chicago entitle the matter to 
serious consideration. 
Bishop 
Nlcnol 
says that no general convention of the 
church at which the Chicago plan might 
b; dlseussod would 'be held until 1913. 
Bishop Nichols salU: 
"Tlia rules of our church allow large 


discretion In tho matter of marriages to 
the individual clergymen. Within certain 
general restrictions he may marry or 
refuse to marry whom he pleases; In 
fact, thore it no restriction upon whom 
he may refuse to marry. 
"Dean Sumnor of Chicago, who stated 
the new rules which shall govern mar 
rlagc at tho Chicago cathedral, has made 
a special study In Chicago of conditions 
of mortality there, In connection with the 
commission on vice. While I do not know 
that this particular rulo conveys at the 
present time anything more than wlial 
he and tho bishop believe to be a needed 
step t'.arc, I thlnli that tho views and 
experience of both men will have weigh! 
before the church at large If It should 
com»'to consider the subject. 
"Dean Sumner has madn a special study 


of vice conditions and probably has found 
that his rule would be effective In Chi- 
cago. However, K might not be so ap- 
plj—iv,!,, fr, nth«i- In<-»llt(»«i 
Th« rhliroh 


Is very conservative In all matters, and 
this In a subject which may bo left to the 
Individual clergymen. 
As I said before, 


If It should b« brought before the g«n- 
rral convention, the standing of Bluhop 
Anderson and Dean Sumner would entitle 
It to consideration. 
"I havo not given tho subject iuffl- 
clent study as yet to say whether tlio 
rule might be employed In this diocese." 


Dean Sumner, the Chicago clergyman 
who promulgated the new marriage rule, 
was In Snn Francisco last summer at- 
tending the National Educational asso- 
ciation convention.

No purely cooked food can harm us if eaten in a nor- 
mal fashion. Time should be taken to eat, if it is only a sand- 
wich. Mastication should be thorough to insure perfect diges- 
tion. Many men who have in their struggle for the mighty dol- 
lar just taken a piece of pie and a glass of milk to nurish them 
at the noon hour shortened their lives years by this method of 
eating. The love of money and haste to make it have caused 
neglect of what God gave them to make it with, body and mind. 
The mother who spends hours in making delicious, clean food 
for her children should compel them to take the time at least to 
eat it properly, even if she takes pleasure in overfeeding them. 


Working people should have an hour to enjoy their luncheon. 


One clean cooked dish should be enough to strengthen and nour- 
ish, if properly eaten. The rule for reducing in some countries 
is that one dish of any kind of food at each meal may be eaten, 
and will bring the fattest person down to normal -weight and 
perfect health.

is cleanly cooked. Remember, good breeding is shown as dis- 
tinctly in the-manner of eating as in the manner of speaking.

PROFESSOR 'JONES' STATEMENT. 
Professor William Carey Jones, "Daddy 


of the charter," head, of the law depart 
ment in the University of California, has 
Issued the following statement In regard 
to tho recall situation: 
"Several questions have been asked me, 
which I shall try to answer in a few 
wojtis. These questions relate to 
(11 
the purpose of the recall petition in the 
Berkeley charter; (2) thu nature of the 
proceedings subsequent to the filing of 
the petition; and (3) the relation, under 
the charter, between the board of educa- 
tion and the city superintendent. 


FOUR-YEAR TERMS. 


"(1) 
In accordance 
with traditional 
custom In the United States officials In 
Berkeley are elected for terms of four 
years. But In response to a sentiment 
Pervading tho whole country, the Berke- 
ley charter 
provides that the 
people 
shall not have to await the lapse of four 
years to give effective expression to their 
approval or disapproval of the policies of 
public ortlclals, but may. If they choose, 
at any time, replace any Incumbent of an 
office with another person. The under- 
lying principle Is that a public office is 
not a, personal or vested right, but Is 
Wholly a public trust, and that the people 
may change, whenever It seems to them 
vise, thalr trustees. This Is a condition 


under which every officer accepts his 
election 


"C2> The purpose of the Berkeley char- 
ter., as of many other municipal char- 
ters, ia to make so called recall proceed- 
ings as impersonal as possible. Such pro- 
ceedings are aimed at the policies, as 
initiated or carried out by the officers of 
the cits, and not, as a rule, at their 
capacity or character. The "real ques- 
tion must, then, 
be, are 
the officials, 
whose acts are drawn in question, con- 
ducting their public trust in accordance 
with the public sentiment' Hence, our 
charter provides that a listlUoh may be 
filed asking, not that anyone shall be 
"recalled," but that the council open up 
the way for the people to decide who 
shall fill certain offices in the city coun- 
cil or In the board of education, as the 
case may be. There Is never really be- 
fore the people any question of a. 'recall' 
of an official, but solely the question as 
to the carrying out of a policy and of 
the persons -who shall be entrusted with 
that duty The election Is In all re- 
spects, save one, like a regular municipal 
election. The offices are thrown open 
and nominations follow as in any elec- 
tion. 
The only exception Is that the 
names of the incumbents are placed on 
the ballot without the formality of a 
nomination. There is no question, under 
this procedure,-of criticising: the character 
of an incumbent, unless his character or 
personal conduct should chance to be the 
issue, but only of allowing the people to 
decide what persons will best carry out 
the policy desired by the community. 
The aim of the charter is to eliminate 
personalities, and to make a change, In 
the personnel of officials rest entirely 
upon an i?sue of policy. 
"(3) The relation between the board 
of education and the superintendent of 
schools was made In accordance with an 
executive examination on the part of 
some dozen teachers and educationists of 
Berkeley Into what seemed to be the 
best practice and the 
beat tendency 
throughout the country. The prinlcple 
Bought to be established 
was that all 
executive functions should be assigned 
to a trained expert, and legislative and 
judicial functions to the board of educa- 
tion. That of course Is the theory any 
way. There in no meaning In the office 
of superintendent, unless the superin- 
tendent Is the executive officer of the 
school department. 
What this charter 
tries to do Is to make their theory a 
reality.

Red Delights Them and Navy 


Blue Sends Them Into 


Ecstacy. 


NEW YORK. March 25. — A report of 


a series of "bnaka studies" made at the 
Bronx Zoological Gardens here shows that 
snakes can be appealed to by colors, which 
are found to have a. marked influence on 
the moods of the reptiles. The emotions 
thus inspired are thus catalogued: 


Rod, 
delight; baby blue, pleasure; wel- 


low, contentment; navy blue, ecstacy; 
brown, Irritation: green, anger; black. In- 
difference; purple, vanity" 


The report of Curator Bitroars explains 
further' 


"Color Influences upon animals are not 


rare. The red rag. of course, excites tho 
bull to anger. With the snake, there Is 
just the opposite effect and It is red that 
gives delight, 
while 
green excites 
to 


anger." 


As to the effect of music on snakes, Btt- 


roars explains that, contrary to the gen- 
eral belief, snakes do not actually hear 
music, and 
have no sense 
of melody. 


They receive a sensation of the vibra- 
tions through the tip of the tongue, and 
like wireless instruments they become 
"tuned up," and often swing their heads in 
sympathy, 'which leads-to the supposition 
they are'beating time.
